Branding public'animals Is not a 


matter of choice, but Is provided for 
by the army regulations, which direct 
that— 


"Public animals shall upon the day | 


received be branded with the letters 
'U. S.' on the 
left fore 
shoulder. 


Horses assigned to organizations will 
fllrao be'branded on the hoof of one 
-fore "foot Vrie and one-half Inches below 
the coronet with the designation of the 
company. Branding irons of uniform 
size and design will be supplied by 
the quartermaster's department, 
let- 


ters 'U. S.' to be two inches In height, 
letters and numbers of hoof brands 
on the same line to be three-fourths of 
•an inch .high, the letter to precede the 
number and blocked so as to pene- 
trate the hoof one-sixteenth of nn Inch.

The Crisis Abroad—and At Home. 


The financial difliculticH of the United 


States arid Germany arc being trium- 
phantly adduced by Free Traders as 
proof of the evils of protection. 
They 


might, with equal justice, attribute the 
San Francisco earthquake to the Ding- 
ley tariff, or the German army scan- 
dals to the financial methods of Prince 
ijuelow. The truth is that neither pro- 
tection nor free trade is responsible for 
the waning of the great industrial 
boom—a boom in which all manufac- 
turing nations, and especially thonc 
whose industries arc protected by a 
tariff, have participated. It has been 
generally rccognix.ed that a period of 
depression was bound to succeed the 
long spell of phenomenal commercial 
activity which has prevailed, arid no 
fiscal system has been or can be in- 
vented which will prevent the recur- 
rence of such periods. 
Moreover, if 


protection is to be blamed for the 
present trouble of America and Ger- 
manv, to what cause arc we to attri- 
bute the rising returns of unemploy- 
ment and pauperism in free trade 
Great Britain? In Sunderland, it i» 
stated, there are 30,000 people without 
the means of obtaining food, and the 
distress in Uattersea and other districts 
of London has reached an acute stage. 
It may safely be left to experts to de- 
termine the causes which have led to a 
depression which ia likeiy to increase 
arid to continue for a considerate 
time. 
It is certain, however, that 


over-development, speculation, and" the 
mania for "getting rich in a hurry"

of high tariffs, Germany has developed 
from an agricultural into u great in- 
dustrial 
nation, menacing

trade in every quarter of the globe, 
and that the United .States has en- 
joyed for the last 14 years such a de- 
gree of industrial prosperity as the 
world ban never before «een. Great 
Britain has, naturally, participated to 
Koine extent in a prosperity which lias 
been world-wide, but her protected 
rivals have been able to secure the 
lion's share, and much of the business 
that has come her way has been due to 
the fact that we have been unable to 
cope with the orders offered tons. Free 
trade, so far from having contributed 
to Knglund's prosperity, has prevented 
its fuller development, 
for 
it 
has 


thrown open her markets to the com- 
petition of foreigners, who 
having 


their own secure home market, have 
been able to manufacture on so liirgca 
scale as to undersell' Knglund's own 
manufacturers in their own markets.

TUo euudUUto for the degree 
doctor of letters must wrlto one thesis 
In Latin, the other In Kronch.

must bo on some original Investiga- 
tion; If lu theology, the examinations 
are both oral and written.—School IJul- 
lotia.
